RESPONSIBILITY OF THE GOV- 
ERN ME XT FOR HEED BROS. 
,<• CO.'S INDEBTEDNESS. 

While the Local Government are 
backing and tilling with respect to the 
cofferdam tenders — stipulating one day 
what they recall the next and mystify- 
ing intending contractors by their in- 
decision and apparent lack of knowl- 
edge of what is required to be done — 
it may bo as well to remind the public 
that "on the old or uncompleted con- 
tract there is duo the sum of $22,f>00 
for work already performed, Of this 
amount §13,012. f>0 is owing on account 
of certificates issued by the Govern- 
ment engineer as the work progressed, 
and $9,500, or 20 per cent,, was with- 
held in accordance with tho terms of 
the contract with Reed Bros, it Co. un- 
til the completion and acceptance of 
the work. Tho original contract was 
for §59,499, which had Lo be increased 
to §71,000 in consequence of the plans 
on which the specifications were issued 
having been proved to be grossly inac- j 
curate and requiring extensive modilica- | 
tion. These plans were corrected after 
the contract was awarded upon the 
recommendation of the Government,!. 
e "^t°j/ ^ Iu JggaSftrftiw t hT^rk of 
'''""Construction the contractors necessarily 
incurred liabilities with laborers and 
nrtisans, local manufacturers and trades- 
men, who relied upon tho engineer's cer- 
tificates of work executed, which were 
issued from time to time by the Chief 
Commissioner of Lands & Works, and 
which were made payable at the Trea- 
sury. The amount of the contractors' 
liabilities is about §13,000— a stiff fig- 
ure to owe in times such as these when 
men's "soles are tried " in their en- 
deavor to collect the wherewithal to 
meet the demands of the Government 
tax-gatherer. Nearly if not quite all 
of this indebtedness of §13,000 was in- 
curred during the past twelve months, 
through which term the existing local 
Government have held office, and have 
lazily allowed matters to drift along 
until they readied the present crisis. 
The rule has been for tho Finance 
Minister to honor the draft or warrant 
of the Chief Commissioner if properly 
drawn and accompanied by tho certi- 
ficate of the engineer. This was tho 
invariable practice. Relying upon its 
continuance tho persons in this city 
and neighborhood to whom tho con- 
tractors aro indebted had no hesitation 
in supplying goods, material and labor, 
in the full confidence that no extreme 
course would be resorted to by the 
Government in dealing with tho con- 
tractors without due notice being given. 
So complete was this faith that 
had the warrant of the Chief Commis- 
sioner been presented to any banking 
houso in the city it would have 
been cashed at once. The refusal ' of 
the Finance Minister to honor the war- 
rant of his (supposed) master has seri- 
ously inconvenienced workingmen and 
others who reposed confidence in the 
rule that had always obtained at James 
Bay. They argued that if there was 
anything crooked in the manner in 
which the work was being carried out 
the engineer's certificate would surely 
bo withheld; and knowing that the 
work was being prosecuted under that 
officer's experienced eye, who could 
imagine that that gentleman would 
have issued a certificate for work 
that had not been properly done 1 The 
(supposed) Chief Commissioner must 
have issued his warrant for the pay- 
ment of the amount called for by the 
certificate under a similar impression, 
, , for we find that he experienced no hes- 
itation •' in directing the payment 
of $5,091 for work actually per- 
formed. But it would seem that 
at least two members of the 
Government had many months before 
agreed not to pay any more money on 
account of cofferdam construction. 
There must have been a perfect under- 
standing between the Chief Commit* 
sioncr and Finance Minister, or how 
could the la'tter retain his position one 
■aoment after declining to carry out 
tho mandate of his Premier ? Under 
Responsible Government the thing 
would be impossible. We do those 



Bnos. it Cc. and the amount remaining 
still unpaid. Already a petition 
is suggested to have the dain 
completed by day-work (so as to 
prevent the carrying out of the system 
of favoritism which prevailed in the 
matter of the repairs to Point Ellice 
Bridge), and to enable the victims to 
recover something from the wreck. 
That a petition of this extraordinary 
and unparalleled nature is suggested 
exhibits the slender hold the Ministry 
have on the confidence of tho people, 
and the uneasiness which pervades the 
popular mind with regard to all matters 
connected with the Government of this 
country. The public at large, who 
have suffered from the act of the Gov- 
ernment in shutting down in a manner 
so summary on the contractors, look to 
the James Bay magnates to protect 
their interests to the fullest possible 
extent, but we fear they will look in 
vain.

London, r.lny 20.-- -Within the last 
week or ten rjnys a rn re figure might 
have been seen more than nce taking 
the air in the approved aristocratic 
fashion. This was no other than the 
Empress of Germany — the "Augusta" 
of the Franco-German War telegrams. 
She was generally in company with the 
Princo and princess of Wales. She 
appeared, however, !V little distraught, 
and that air, taken together with her 
Majesty's sudden visit and still more 
sudden departure (on Saturday), is 
serving as a motive for the gossip we 
speak of. It is on the tapis in almost 
every circle in London- Tho clubs are 
considerably nonplussed, but the salons 
— never taken aback by difficulty, and 
seldom put out of countenance by im- 
possibility- -have decide upon tho be- 
lief they mean to entertain with re- 
gard to the reason of her arrival and 
tlie shortness of her stay a t Windsor. 
Of course the object of her visit can be 
nothing less than matrimony. Old la- 
dies of every class deem that subject 
the only one worthy of occupying the 
attention of those females who, having 
themselves loved and married, are de- 
lighted to assist in forwarding the 
views of others in the s^Die direction. 

This, then is the story told, and 
what is more, believed in the society 
sa/owt of the metropolis. It is said 
that the Queen is beginning to wish to 
see her only remaining daughter un- 
married — the Princess Boatrice, to wit 
— comfortably settled, and moreover 
would rejoico in the idea of being able 
to enjoy her society as often as possible 
and had accepted a proposition made 
by the Court of Berlin for an allianco 
with a member of the Imperial family 
of Germany. This alliance — the fav- 
orite one of the Princess Imperial, tlie 
pet object of the Emperor, the common 
sense view of the case of the Emperor 
Wilhehn, and the one which had al- 
ready seemed the most feasiblo to 
Prince Bismarck — -bad suddenly col- 
lapsed, and the Prussian clique were 
suddenly and abruptly told that the 
Queen had -other designs in view for 
Princess Beatrice and that in any case 
the Prussian proposal Would require 
much careful attention before being 
accepted in the hot haste with which 
the Prince Imperial had submitted it. 
The fact is, that tho princess who, like 
others of the "Royal family, has "a will 
of her own," did not favor the sugges- 
tions, or so at least rumor hath it. 

Meanwhile London gossips, ever on 
the watch, did not fail to observe a 
very singular and significant fact in 
the simultaneous vote of the Prince of 
Wales and th e Duke of Edinburgh in 
favor of legalizing marriage with a de 
ceased wife's sister. This was an en- 
lightenment, a public manifestation of 
the feeling experienced by the Royal 
family upon this momentous subject, 
and was evidently meant t0 prepare 
the public mind for a development of a 
novel, not to say extraordinary, nature. 
When the Grand Duke of Hesse paid 
his recent mournful visit to Osborne 
the Princess Beatrice w as cor-stitutcd 
tho special guardian of his children. 
As was natural, a great attachment on 
both sides became the consequence of 
this gentle guardianship, and suddenly, 
say the gossips, no one can fully toll 
how, both the Queen and the Prince of 
Wales were struck with the idea of the 
perfect arrangement of all things which 
would result from the Princess Beat- 
rice becoming stepmother to her de- 
ceased sister's children. The double 
vote which took ovory one by surprise 
the other day in th House of Lords, 
is thus accounted f r by the gossips, 
and they are beginning to make their 
arrangements in anticipation of the 
eveut. Far more out of the way and 
"unthinkable" (to u s ea Oarlylisrn) mar- 
riages have been contracted in royal 
circles than the realization of this gos- 



sip's vaticination would be. The Eng- 
lish public, one may well imagine, 
would approve of this — to put it in no 
other light — "prudent" way of over- 
coming a dilemma. Is would be curi- 
ous, however, if the gordiau knot of 
the great marriage problem! of the day 
should be thus royally cut. 

The suitor proposed by the German 
Court is very young, of no brilliant an- 
tecedents, accustomed to live in strict 
submission to the will of relatives, and 
although pronounced to be a young 
man truly good ami worthy, totally 
unfit to fill his father place. Tho 
Grand Duke of Hesse is in every sense 
deserving of the high respect and ven- 
eration in which he is held by the peo- 
ple whom he governs and by foreign 
Powers with whom he comes in con- 
tact. The Court of Darmstadt is con- 
ducted with almost patriarchal simpli- 
city and that purity of manners which 
alone can command tho love and con- 
fidence of the simple people tho Duke 
is called upon to rule. Tho name of 
the Princess Alice will probably never 
bo effaced from the memory cf the in- 
habitants of the Grand Dnchy and 
tho place she has left vacant cannot be 
better filled than by her sister. All 
this may be but the make-up of a few 
fashionable and excitcnient-loving old 
ladies of the haul Ion, who tako upon 
themselves the management of tho 
thoughts and doings of the Royal 
family, to say nothing of the smaller 
fry of the aristocracy, who feel them- 
selves greatly aggrieved if their bene- 
ficent dispositions of things are not re- 
alized. Sometimes, however, they hit 
the mark, ns the most random shots by 
chance may do. In this case wo shall 
see. Anyway, it will be remembered 
as one of the dits of the season of 79.

The correspondent of the Irish Times 
writes:— Sir Garnet Wolseley owes his 
new appointment to something like an 
official hurricane. Colonel Stanley re- 
ceived from Lord Chelmsford a press- 
ing application for three more regi- 
ments to he despatched to the Cape 
immediately. The application coming 
from a commander who had already in 
the field 2-1,000 British troops, com- 
pletely staggered Downing-street. The 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, who will 
have to find tho money for the war, 
was particularly oppressed by the de- 
mand, and even the Prime Minister 
himself looked upon it as a poser. 
Sir Garnet Wolseley, who had arrived 
in London, was asked to take command. 
Ho assented, and so energetically did 
thc Government act that the appoint- 
ment was made by tho War Oflice with- 
out consulting His Royal Highness 
the Commander-in-Chief. The whole 
thing appears to have been the work 
of a single morning, and on tho whole 
the Gotornnient should be congratulat- 
ed upon what, in tho circumstances, 
may be called its happy dispatch. 



Tho "Wroclc of tho Oolina. 



Montreal, June 23. — The Donald- 
son line steamship Oolina, after a most 
successful run out from Glasgow, left 
Quebec for Montreal at two o'clock on 
Friday afternoon. When near Cap La 
Roche she found a dredge at work on 
the channel which at this point is very 
narrow and rocky. In turning aside 
to avoid the dredge the steamer became 
unmanageable and ran upon a rock, 
knocking a large hole in hor bottom. 
As she was making water very fast the 
captain headed her ashore, hut she sank 
in about ton minutes, the stokers hav- 
ing about all they could do to get on 
deck before she sank. All but the bow 
of the steamer lies under water. The 
tug Reindeer camo to the assistance of 
thc captain and crew and took them 
off tho wreck. When the Quebec 
steamer came along about seven o'clock 
she took on several persons from the 
wreck, among. whom were some men 
in the cattle trado who had come out 
on the steamor from Glasgow. 

Osman Pasha and the Bakers. — 
Osman Pasha, the hero of Plevna, has 
just shown how, in one way, to rule in 
the East. As everybody knows by 
this time, the more troublesome class 
of men in the city of Constantinople 
are the bakers. They neither please 
the Government nor the people ; they 
refuse to comply with the very drastic 
police regulations of the former, and 
they rofuso to make and sell bread at 
a heavy loss for the sake of the latter. 
One of these unlucky tradesmen was 
charged recently with having charged 
something above the officially fixed 
price for his wares. A crowd of hungry 
citizens collected round his shop, 
threatening him with impromptu pun- 
ishment. Osman Pasha happened to 
be near, made his way through the 
tumultuous mob, and having convinc- 
ed himself of the truth of the charge, 
proceeded there and then to vindicate 
the law in the good old Turkish 
fashion. He ordered the baker to be 
nailed by the ear to the door of his 
own shop- This swift administration 
of "justice" was executed amidst the 
thundering applause of the bystanders. 
After spending half an hour in this un- 
enviable position, a muschir came and 
liberated him. This genuinely Asiatic 
and barbarous method of procedure is 
said to have told upon all the fellow- 
tradesmen of the criminal, who can ap- 
preciate this sort of argument far more 
readily than the milder persuasives ef 
fine and imprisonment. Not only have 
thc bakers of Constantinople learned a 
lesson, but Osman Pasha has increased 
his popularity with the Constantinopo^ 
litan mob — Echo.
